Non-Residents 
Must  Obtain 
Vehicle  Permit 

“Get  your  1966  non-resident  per- 
mit or  pay  Utah  property  taxes  on 
your  car,”  advises  Swen  C.  Niel- 
sen, Capt.  of  BYU  Security. 

ACCORDING  TO  Nielsen,  “All 
students  who  have  motor  vehicles 
bearing  out-of-state  license  plates 
must  obtain  a non-resident  per- 
mit, in  lieu  of  obtaining  Utah  plates 
and  paying  Utah  property  taxes  on 
the  vehicle.”  He  further  advised 
that  those  students  who  have  1965 
permits-  must  renew  them  by 
March  1,  1966. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  the 
permits  is  as  follows: 

(1)  HAVE  the  vehicle  inspected 
by  an  official  state  inspection  sta- 
tion. (If  the  car  has  already  been 
inspected  in  a home  state,  it  need 
not  be  re-inspected  in  Utah.  Proof, 
however,  must  be  brought  to  the 
Security  Office  before  the  permit 
may  be  issued) 

(2)  Pay  a 50  cent  fee  at  the  Uni- 
versity cashier’s  office  in  the  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg. 

(3)  TAKE  THE  following  to  the 
Security  Office:  (a)  the  affidavit 
of  inspection;  (b)  current  activity 
card;  (c)  home  state  vehicle  re- 
gistration certificate;  and  (d)  the 
receipt  from  the  cashier’s  office. 

“Students  who  are  observed  driv- 
ing a vehicle  without-of-state  plates 
without  the  1966  registration  will 
be  required  to  buy  Utah  plates  and 
pay  the  Utah  property  taxes  on  the 
vehicle,”  Capt.  Nielsen  said.

Great  Academic  Opportunity 


One  of  the  most  rare  opportunities  of 
the  school  year  comes  to  BYU  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Academic  Emphasis  Committee. 

Dr.  Nels  F.  S.  Ferre,  prominent  Pro- 
testant theologican  and  noted  Christian 
author  will  speak  to  students  and  faculty. 

His  topics  will  range  all  the  way  from 
“trusting  consequence”  to  moral  progress 
and  “God  . . . dead  or  alive?” 

For  the  first  time  in  many  a year,  BYU 
students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  hear 
the  “other  religious”  point  of  view. 

It  is  a credit  to  the  Academic  Emphasis 
Committee  that  they  have  been  able  to 
bring  a man  of  Dr.  Ferre’s  statuture  to  the 
campus.  Far  too  frequently  BYU  is  de- 
picted as  a Mormon  community  that  has  re- 
moved itself  from  the  .sphere  of  the  outside 
world  and  is  completely  closed-minded. 

The  fact  that  such  a man  with  firm 
ideas  and  philosophies  which  are  opposed  in 
many  instances  to  LDS  Church  doctrines 
will  speak  to  the  students  and  faculty,  as 
well  as  participate  in  a panel  discussion,  is 
itself  a testimony  to  the  open  academic  at- 


mosphere on  the  campus,  and  would  serve 
to  destroy  any  image  of  a closed-minded 
attire  at  BYU. 

It  nevertheless  is  a fact  that  the  sub- 
ject of  Dr.  Fen-e’s  talk  and  many  of  his 
ideas  cannot  be  viewed  or  taken  objectively 
by  students  at  such  an  institution  as  BYU. 

It  will  be  hard  for  some  to  analyze  them 
from  a completely  intellectual  standpoint, 
with  so  much  conviction  behind  their  own 
beliefs. 

However  it  will  certainly  increase  the 
undei-standing  of  other  Christian  religions 
and  their  beliefs  to  learn  about  Dr.  Ferre’s 
philosophy. 

Several  of  last  year’s  Academic  Em- 
phasis speakers  dealt  more  with  philosophy 
apart  from  religion  and  sociology,  making 
only  athestic  allusions  to  religion.  The  at- 
tendance to  most  speakers  then  was-  very 
high. 

It  is  hoped  that  BYU  students  and 
faculty  will  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  finding  out  what  the  current  con- 
sersaUve  Protestant  theologj"  is.

Viet  Nam  Response 

Dear  Edifor: 

After  having  read  the  editorial 
column  entry  submitted  to  the 
Dally  Universe  by  Capt.  Loyal  D. 
Hastings  (Feb.  8 issue).  I feel 
the  necessity  to  write  and  con- 
vey my  own  expression  of 
thought.  Heretofore,  in  reading 
the  Dally  Universe  editorials,  I 
haven’t  come  across  any  inser- 
tions from  Viet  Nam-based  ser- 
vicemen. 

BEING  A FORMER  BYU  stu- 
dent and  a prospective  returnee 
this  fall,  I feel  qualified  to  take 
this  opportunity  and  tell  of  my 
appreciation  for  all  of  you  who 
stand  so  steadfastly  behind  those 
of  us  who  are  called  to  serve  in 
this  war.  And  not  only  on  behalf 
of  myself,  but  for  my  comrades- 
at-arms  as  well.  Ours  is  the  pri- 
ilege  of  playing  a role  in  the  pre- 
servation of  liberty. 

In  Capt.  Hasting’s  letter,  the 
section  which  began,  “ . . . you 
know,  ni  bet  the  guys  in  Viet 
Nam  would  be  proud  of  this  cam- 
pus” really  struck,  my  emotions. 
He  couldn’t  have  been  more  cor- 
rect. 

I AM  A MEDIC  serving  in  a 
helicopter  ambulance  unit  in  the 
Mekong  Delta  region  of  Viet  Nam. 
In  my  assignment  I face  with 
consistent  regularity  the  worst  ef- 
fects of  the  war:  the  destruction 
of  human  life  and  limb.  I’ve  seen 
the  “good  men  every  one  of  them” 
Capt.  Hastings  referred  to,  being 
pulled,  lifeless,  out  of  their 
crashed  aircraft,  or  lying  in  a 
pool  of  blood  on  the  rice-paddy 
battlefield.  Truely  the  men  who 
figlit  for  America  and  die  for 
America,  love  their  country.  I 
testify  of  this  to  you. 

So  feel  assured  of  our  pride  in 
your  efforts  to  show  that  you  care. 
It  makes  the  hard  fight  easier  to 
win.  God  bless  you  all.

Social  Challenge 

Dear  Editor: 

“One  of  the  greatest  social 
challenges  facing  the  United 
States  now  and  for  some  years  to 
feome  is  improving  the  quality  of 
life  for  millions  of  disadvantaged 
citizens  who,  for  a variety  of  rea- 
sons, do  not  share  in  the  benefits 
and  promises  of  our  society.” 

HOW  EASY  it  is  for  one  to  write 
and  for  one  to  read  such  a sen- 
tence. How  easy  it  is  for  one  to 
say  and  for  one  to  understand 
such  an  idea  as  a humanistic 
movement.  Yet  this  is  like  saying, 
“Because  of  our  prosperity  we 
have  realized  that  we  have  de- 
prived others  of  ‘the  benefits  . . . 
of  our  society.’  So  now  we  resolve 
our  sins  and  help  others  fatten 
up  like  us.” 

To  support  this  resolve  of  sin  a 
number  of  programs  have  been 
planned  to  improve  conditions  and 
upgrade  the  tangible  appearance 
of  lives.  Great  sums  of  expendi- 
tures have  been  budgeted  toward 
the  programs.  Efforts  have  been 
made  toward  stimulating  consci- 
ousness about  the  “disadvantag- 
ed.” Eloquent  writing  and  speech- 
es have  been  dedicated  in  sup- 
port of  the  programs.  A shift  of 
sympathetic  attitude  toward  the 
“poor”  has  been  aroused. 

BUT  WHO  TAKES  the  effort  to 
execute  this  noble  feat?  Who  is 
moved  enough  to  offer  sincere 
positive  assistance?  It  is  they  who 
are  shown  a salary  of  $16,000.00 
or  more  a year  to  direct  such  an 
assistance  program.  It  is  they  who 
are  offered  this  salary  which 
authorizes  them  to  delegate  em- 
ployment to  the  “disadvantaged.” 
All  the  rest  either  don’t  care  or 
are  cynical  about  the  whole  mat- 
ter. 

“Improving  the  quality  of  life” 
is  surely  a “challenge.”  but  mon- 
etary means  of  approach  will  only 
decay  the  noble  goals  of  our 
leaders.  While  the  directors  pat 
their  round  slomaches,  the  “dis- 
advantaged” will  continue  as 
their  ancestors.  Nothing  will 
change. 

BECAUSE  OF  the  pressures  of 
the  atomic  age  toward  moderniza- 
tion, the  “disadvantaged”  are 
most  effected  in  the  culture  lag 
behind  the  atomic  age.  They  lack 
the  income  to  improve  them- 
selves, and  where  they  have  the 
income  they  lack  the  knowledge

of  proper  income  usuage. 

So  the  division  between  the  for- 
tunate and  unfortunate  is  educa- 
tion. One  either  has  the  training 
or  does  not.  One  either  has  a 
certificate  which  says  he  knows 
how  or  is  forced  to  follow  those 
who  have.  The  “have  and  have 
nots”  are  separated  by  this 
atomic  age  which  relies  heavily 
.upon  the  educated  men.  Yet  can 
an  educated  educate  the  unfortu- 
nate by  sitting  behind  the  desk, 
delegating  jobs? 

THE  PROPER  approach  is  to 
the  educators  and  to  the  directors 
of  the  educational  institutions.  It 
is  their  programs  which  prepare 
people  for  better  incomes.  It  is 
their  approval  which  causes  a bet- 
ter life  for  many.  Yet  too  often 
their  programs  are  geared  for  a 
certain  group  of  people  who  are 
reared  in  a particular  type  of 
home.  This  makes  the  institutions 
exclusive  and  discriminatory. 

Very  often  the  “disadvantaged” 
are  not  of  this  certain  brand,  so 
they  become  deprived  and  abused. 
They  are  not  allowed  to  “share  in 
the  benefits”  of  the  educational 
institutions,  and  as  long  as  the 
present  philosophies  continue, 
they  never  will. 

BASED  ON  MY  personal  opin- 
ion, which  is  probably  worthless 
to  many,  I have  observed  that  the 
challenge  of  improving  life  for 
the  lower  class  lies  in  the  hands 
of  the  educational  institutions. 
This  means  a second,  third,  four- 
th, or  more,  look  into  the  present 
educational  philosophies,  and  ad- 
just to  the  necessities  incurred 
to  accomodate  the  unfortunate. 
The  “disadvantaged,”  “poor,” 
“minorities,”  usually  have  a dif- 
ferent background  from  those  ac- 
cepted exclusive  brand.  The  hum- 
anistic approach  is  to  remove  the 
exclusiveness  and  adopt  pro- 
grams for  all  individuals  in  all  of 
the  social  scale.  Allow  a path  for 
the  unfortunate  to  achieve  suc- 
cess. 

If  no  such  adoption  were  made 
one  can  expect  little  change  in  the 
future  lives  of  the  “disadvanced.” 
Since  the  atomic  age  pressure  is 
pushing  up  the  scale  toward  the 
highest  income,  the  culture  lag 
will  fall  farther  and  father  behind. 
The  “disadvantaged”  will  never 
catch  up  unless  the  educational 
institutions  begin  serious  inquires 
into  this  “great  social  challenge.”

WASHINGTON,  (AP)~The  White 
House  stepped  squarely  into  the 
middle  of  a Vietnamese  peace  pol- 
icy controversy  with  Sen.  Robert  F. 
Kennedy,  D-N.Y.,  Tuesday  and  said 
that  perhaps  there  is  no  controv- 
ersy after  all. 

THE  UNITED  States,  the  White 
House  said,  favors  free  elections 
in  Viet  Nam  “with  all  of  us  abid- 


ing by  the  consequences  of  these 
elections,  whatever  they  may  be.” 

Moreover,  Press  Secretary  Bill 
D.  Moyers  declared  “there  is  no 
disagreement”  between  the  John- 
son Administration  and  Kennedy 
“if  Sen.  Kennedy  did  not  propose  a 
coalition  government  with  Com- 
munist participation  before  elec- 
tions are  held.” 


Arab  Problem  Re-Hashed 

IMOSCOW,  (AP) — Prime  Jlinister  Harold  Wilson  Tues- 
day iirpd  Soviet  leaders  to  help  keep  tlie  IMiddle  East  peace- 
tul  and  end  the  Viet  Nam  war.  British  informants  said  they 
saw  signs  of  a Kremlin  willingness. 

In  a secret  session  the  British  leader  advised  Premier 
Alexei  N.  Kosygin  of  his  government’s  decision  to  withdraw 
from  the  Aden  base  in  South  Arabia  by  1968. 

Some  nations,  he  suggested,  might  feel  tempted  to  move 
into  the  power  vacuum  that  could  develop  but  is  was  a shared 
British-Soviet  interest  to  preserve  stablility  in  the  area. 

This  led  Wilson  to  propose  the  establishment  of  a Nu- 
clear-Free zone  in  the  Middle  East  by  the  big  powers.
